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TATE SENATE BLOCKS 
ANTI-JAPANESE ACTION. 


Refuses to Permit Introduction of the 
Inman Exclusion Bill, Despite 
Pleas of “Yellow Peril.”

SACRAMENTO, April 3.—A dead letter in the California Constitu- 
ton came to life long enough today to block the consideration of any 
antiJdapanese legislation at the present session of the Legislature. Japa-

WOULD INEVITABLY LEAD TO 
WAR I8 DECLARATION OF

“For six years the United States 
experimented as a League of Na- 
tions with thirteen sovereign States.

BERLIN, Wednesday, April 2.—The strikes at Stuttgart and in the 
Ruhr district seem to have been checked by the energetic action of th 
government in the prompt use of troops, martial law and other salutary 


means. 
OMeial reports from Stuttgart 
summarizing the situation there say 
that serious violence is reported only 
from Esslingen, where the Sparta- 
cans seized weapons and automo- 
biles, but surrendered them after 
negotiations. The large number of 
nonresidents among the strikers 
wes one of the features of the up- 


rising, going to prove that the move- 
ment was, as claimed, purely a po- 
litical effort of the radicals and in- 
dependents to overthrow the gov- 
ernment. 

The strikers at Stuttgart as- 
sembled frequently yesterday de- 
spite the martial law regulations, 
but were dispersed. The leaders 
were arrested by the troops and the 
government was master of the situa- 
tion by nightfall. The troops be- 
haved splendidly, though some of 
them recetved rough treatment. 

In the Ruhr district for a time 
the strike was extended by several 
thousand, but the danger of a gen- 
eral strike subsided. The mines 
where the Spartacans prevail are 
still closed, but in those sections 
where the union miners end the 
Majority Socialists are in contro! 
the men refused to close down. Many 
decided to continue the work. 

The situation at Frankfort is 
quiet again. The number of vic- 
times of the riot has reached sixteen,

but this number probably will be 
Augmented, as some of the wounded 
eannot hope to lve. The g@uneral 
of the four women who were killed 
took place this morning. The 
damage from plundering is esti- 
mated to aggregate several million 
marks.

MACHINE BROKEN DOWN. 
Otherwise the rationing machin- 
ery had largely broken down, elther 
on account of exhaustion of sup- 
plies or inability of a weak govern- 
ment to enforce the purchasing 
regulations, which had been beyond 
the power of a strong war govern- 
ment.. The ration, even on paper, 
was inadequate to maintain the’ 
working ability of people weakened 
by four years of foed privation. 
Fiveryone, rich and poor, bought 
what supplies could be obtained 
outside the rations at enormous 
prices. 

The workman, earning his impos- 
ing 30 or 40 marks per day, had 
been spending a day's wages for a 
pound of lard, pork or beef. The

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JOINS DIAZ TO 
OUST CARRANZA 


Huerta’s Former Minister 
Plans Revolt in Mexico. 
Gen. Blanquet’s Arrival at 
Vera Cruz Reported. 

State Department is Notified 
of Proposed Move. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, April 3.—Gen. 
Aurelio Blanquet, Mexican Minister 
of War during the administration of 
President Victoriano Huerta and 
described ag second in command to 
Gen. Felix Diaz, recently reported as 
having undertaken a revolutionary 
movement against President Car- 
ranza, has arrived safely in Mexico, 
“after a very dangerous trip,” ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
here today by Roberto Gayon, his 
secretary. 

The purpose of Gen. Blanquet’s 
return, Mr. Gavyvon said, was to re- 
Organize the Diaz forces, overthrow 
the Carranza government and _re- 
establish the Constitution of 1857, 
which he says was repudiated by 
Carranza, and revoke the alieged 
confiscatory decrees of the present 
overnment. 

Blanquet was accompanied by Gen. 
Juan Montano, chief of staff: Gen 
Enrique Gonzales, chief of artillery; 
Col. Francisco Traslosheros, Judge- 
Adv@ate; Col. Luis Acosta, Capt. 
Guillermo Rosas, and two other 
Mexican officers of the old Pedera! 
army, according to Gayon. 

POLK ADVISED. 
Acting Secretary of State Polk has 


his party sailed from a port in the 
West Indies for Mexico Margh 14 
on the motor sioop La Providencia, 
and succeasfully eluded the Mexican 
gunboat Zararoza and two smaller 
patrol botas which they learned had 
been sent out to apprehend thegn, 
Mr. Gayon stated.

Gen. Diaz, according to Gayon, 
has 40,000 troops scattered through- 
out fifteen of the twenty-seven states 
of Mexico. Of these, he said, 75°90 
were in Vera Cruz, including 15°00 
men at the headquarters in Tepat- 
laxco. Several officers in the old 
federal army are reported to have 


Candido Aguilar, son-in-law of Pres- 
ident Carranza, and a former Sec- 
retary of State in his Cabinet, is 
said to be leading the government 
forces against Diaz in the Vera Cruz 
district. 

Gen. Blanquet, Gayon explained, 
intends to remain.in Mexico until 
the revolution is successful] or the 
Diaz forces are overcome. “I will 
see you in Mexico or eternity,” were 
the general's last words to friends 
who gathered to bid him goo0d-by 
on the eve of his departure, his sqc- 
retary saul, 

In his communication to Acting 
Secretary Polk, Mr. Gayon describes 
Gen. Blanquet as “an ardent ad- 
mirer of the American democracy.” 
Gen. Blanquet is 79 years old and 
hélds the rank of fleld marshal in 
the Mexican army.’ 

The Diaz forces are officially 
known as the national reorganiza- 
tion army of Mexico. Mr. Gayon 
states that they now control three 
small ports, Tonola, Tuxpam and 
Nautia, the latter being captured 
about a month ago. 

‘Gen. Blanquet during the Madero 
revolution, took a Prominent part in 
nearly all the actions of the federal 
army in the states of Puebla, Guer- 
rero, Mogelos, Cothuahua, Durango 
and Coahuila, achieving fame for 
himself and the Twenty-ninth Bat- 
talian which he commanded. 

After the “coup” of Gens. Felix 
Diaz and Mondragon, Gen. Bianquet 
by command of Gen. Huerta arrest- 
ed Francisco I. Madero and his cabi- 
net at the national palace in Mex- 
ico City, and Huerta became pro- 
vistonal President. Blanquet became 
Minister of War in the Huerta Cabi- 
net. In July, 1914, he became 
Vice-President of Mexico. 

The success of the Constituttonal- 
ist forces under Carranza in 1914 
resulted in Huerta and Blanquet be- 
ing driven into exile. After a few 
weeks’ sojourn in Jamaica they went 
to England and then made their 
wav to Spain. 

In Spain Huerta and  Blanquet 
were reported to have had political 
differences which caused a severance 
of their relations. Blanquet, Mr. 
Gavon sald, took no part In the revo- 
lutionary uprising planned by Huerta 
after the latter's exile. Blanquet 
subsequently returned to New York, 
where he has since made his home.

American army will retain per- 
manently some of the artillery or- 
ganizations which are an outgrowth 
of the war. Among these, accord- 
ing to approved  revurganization 
Plans, are 155 milliiméter  rifies, 
the weapons relied upon largely in 
the closing days of the war for 
barrage work, 8-inch and 9.2-inch 
field howitzers; heavy railway guns, 
including 12-inch, 14-inch and 16- 
inch mortars, howitzers and rifles; 
trench mortar units and anti-air- 
craft batteries, including motorized 
machine gun units for the purpose 
of protecting troops on the march 
from attack from the air. 

In adidtion to the sixty-one regi- 
ments of field artillery provided for 
in the divisional organizations, there 
‘are to be six regiments of army 
artillery to go with the field army 
organization to be erected.

HITS A SNAG. 


Rail and Industrial Boards are 
in Conflict. 


Steel Cost is Point at Issue in 
Controversy. 


Entire Policy of Stabilization 
Said to be Involved. 


[BY A. NIGHT 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Confilct 
between the Industrial Board of the 
Department of Commerce and the 
Railroad Administration over steel 
prices has developed a new question 
of whether the board shall attempt 
to arrange prices with basic indus- 
tries at which the publie will be 
asked to make purchases. 

Reconsideration of the entire pol- 
lay of the board, with possible con- 
sequent withdrawal or revision of 
the steel prices already announced, 
has been decided upon. Conferences 
will start tomorrew between repre- 
sentatives of the and the 
Railroad Administration, on which 
it is believed will depend the fu- 
ture activities of the board, 

lt developed today that the lengthy 
conference yesterday, attended by 
severa] Cabinet members and the 
heads of all the important govern- 
ment purchasing agenoles, decided 
to recommit to the board the “en- 
tire matter’ involved in the refusal 
of the Rallread Adminiatration to 
accept the new stee] prices. It 
was sald that there was no intention 
to recommit only the controversy 
with the Railroad Administration, 
and Chairman Peek's amendment te 
the official statement issued by Sec- 
retary Glass, in whose office the 
meeting was held, was declared by 
the Treasury head to have been un- 
authorized and not to reflect the 
sentiment of the conference. 

HINES 18 SILENT. 

Director-General Hines refused 
today te comment on the contro- 
Vv 


ersy. 

Publication by the board for the 
public guidance of a list of stee! 
prices which had not been accepted 
by the Railroad Administration and 
insistence that the latter should ac- 
cept the prices after they were pub- 
lished seem to be the points at is- 
tue, which have divided government 
Efficials into two opposing camps on 
the question of price-fixing. 

As originally constituted, accord- 
ing to official announcements made 
at the time, the board was intended 
to be an instrument of mediation 
between industry and government 
purchasing agencies, to see whether 
prices could be made sufficiently at- 
tractive to induce the government to 
purchase “freely.” It was de- 
clared by men active in the delib- 
erations of the board that ft was not 
intended the board should indorse 
prices for the public, but the ac- 
ceptance of the new prices by the 
government was to be the assurance 
of the public that they were consid- 
ered fair on the basis of known 


costa. 

-~ When the new steel prices were 
arranged, the Rattroad Administra- 
tion gave notice through its repre- 
sentative on the board, T. C. Powell, 
that they were not acceptable to 
the largest purchaser of steel] in 
the United States. It was said that 
there was some dispute between the 
board and the administration as to 
whether the notice comprised only 
rails, as claimed by the board, or all 
steel products, as alleged by the 
latter. At any rate, the announce- 
ment of the scale made no mention 
of the prices being acceptable to the 
government, but offered them only 
as “satisfactory to the public.” 

PRICES DISAGREE. 

Steel rails were priced in the re- 
vised echedule at $45 and $47 a 
ton. The Rallroad Administration 
still is receiving deliveries on con- 
tracts at $36 to $40 a ton. 

Charges by the National Coal As- 
sociation of “unfair practices” on the 
part of the Railroad Administration 
in ite purchase of coal and the re- 
fusal of the coal operators to under- 
take price revisions unless the Rail- 
road Administration agreed to ac- 
cept them previously, were answered 
by Mr. Hines in a statement explain- 
ing the policy of the administration 
in purchasing fuel. 

“An interesting fiction appears to 
be receiving some currency as to the 
attitude of the United States Rail- 
réad Administration in purchasing 
coal,” Mr. Hines said in the open- 
ing sentence of the statement. This 
“fiction,” according to the statement, 
was to the effect the administration 
purchases {ts coal in # Manner that 
forces producers to sell at less price 
than cost of production, “thus in turn 
forcing them to increase their prices 
to the rest of the community.” 

The statement then said effort was 
being made to remo all competi- 
tion from bidding f6r government 
materials by fixing prices at which 
producers would sell and at which 
the government would have to buy. 
This, he declared, would result in all 
consumers, government § included, 
paying much higher prices than at 
present. He answered the charge 
that present methods hinder indus- 
try by saying the railroads were 
chiefly interested in keeping alive 
revenues from transportation.

GERMAN RULERS | 
POWER FAILING. 


Government's Tenure Insecure 
Says Correspondent. 
Noske Volunteers Held Only 
Dependable Force. 


Bolshevik Control Possible if

almost certain; that although the 
great mass of people are opposed to 
® Bolshevik government, they can 
count only upon the comparatively 
small force of Noske volunteer 
troops to keep down this tnsurrec- 
tlenary movement, the masses at 
present being politically too anae- 
mic and apathetic to give more than 
passive support in an emergency; 
that while the Noske troops have 
been able to handle the Spartacan 
insurgents so long as they oan take 
sectional uprisings in t , success 
would be dificult if the Spartacans 
and their independent Socialist al- 
lies should be able to stage a really 
general strike and insurrection. 

WAIT FOR PEACE. 


If the Spartacan leadership is not 
able to organize such a widespread 
the government prob- 
ably will be able to maintain itself 
untll peace is signed. 

As to the peace treaty, the mem- 
bers of the government and their 
publicists are announcing fArmly, 
perhaps sincerely, that no prelimi- 
nary treaty not in accord with their 
interpretation of President Wilson's 
armistice terms will be signed, 
particularly if it imvolved the 
alienation of what is called purely 
German territory. This announce- 
ment probably is correct so far as 
the cession of the Saar district, the 
volitical allenation of the west bank 
of the Rhine outside of Alsace-Lor- 
raine and perhans the incorporation 
of Danzig in Poland are concerned, 
but the pressure of public opinion, 
which would not easily understand 
Or accept any fatlure to obtain 
peace, and the desperate food sttua- 
tion probably will force the govern. 
ment to sign any terma of peace 
presented by the Allies except those 
aforementioned. 

PRESSURE'S EFFECT. 

This pressure already has shown 
its effect at the renewal of the ar- 
mistice in March when the gcovern- 
ment had actually determined to 
refuse to sign the conditions of the 
renewal. The government, however, 
was forced to reverse ite decision 
upon hearing from the represent- 
atives in the National Assembly, 
who were in closer touch with the 
people. 

The fate of the present govern- 
ment reste largely upon two coun- 
teracting factors. On the one hand 
the government is by no means ef- 
fective and is establishing itself by 
the mere fact of its continued exist- 
ence. It also is developing a cer- 
tain inertia of possession as the 
people come to regard more as a 
regular establishment and less as 
an experiment or a government of 
expediency. 

On the other hand, each succes- 
sive local strike uprising strains the 
ability of the government to re- 
store order. The @ependadle troops 
which Noske has at Ria disposal are 
perhaps 50,000 to €0,900 in all, far 
too few to garrison all the centers 
of Aisorder simultaneously. 

BREAK POSSIBLE. 

The appearance of force given by 
the disciplined troops of Minieter 
Noske has each time meant the col- 
lapse of the uprising, Dut the time 
may come when either simultaneous 
outbreaks in too many places or the 
exhaustion and discouragement of 
the Noske volunteers may spel) the 
triumph of the second revolution. 

The government is not able to 
finance even this small army and 
seeks volunteer contributions from 
industrial and financial concerns, 
The owners of Berlin factories, for 
instance, raised a fund of 56,000,- 
000 marks one afternoon for the 
troops. Large Berlin banks made 
an equal contribution. 

The republican guards and other 
popular military organizations, 
though nominally supporting the 
government, are more of a menace 
than an naaset, as they are poorly 
disciplined and tlargely infected 
with Spartacan ideals. Consider- 
able numbers of them may be 
counted upon to go over with their 
arms to the insurrectionary move- 
ment which may develop. These 
organizations are very jealous of 
the Noske unite and this antagon- 
lam led the republican guards to 
join the Berlin uprising last month, 


START JUDGING FAT 
STOCK AT SALT LAKE.

SAYS IT’S PRACTICABLE. 

The Daily Néws correspondent in 
Paris carried these statement fur- 
ther by saying that a fresh effort 
to come to terms with the Bolshe- 
viki was practicable. It was ad- 
mitted, according to this corre- 
spondent, that the existing policy of 
the Allies in regard to ussia Was 
bankrupt, that the one effect of inter- 
vention so far sanctioned has been 
to throw into the arms of the 
Bolsheviki those sections of popula- 
tion which would otherwise have 
been Lenine’s most resofhite op- 
ponents and that “in British and 
American quarters in Paris much 
weight was given to these considet4- 
tlons and it was at the same time 
fully realized there could be no 
League of Nations worthy of name 
so long as Germany and Russia 
stand outside the society of peoples.” 

The correspondent went on to tell 
how the possibility of arriving at a 
political understanding with Lenine 
was being studied and that if such 
arrangement could be reached the 
concurrent attempt would be made 
to fight Bolshevism with the ecvw- 
nomic weapon. In other words, that 
food should be supplied to Russia on 
“stringent guarantees as to the con- 
ditions of distribution.” * 

LACK CREDENCE. 

In well-informed circles in Lon- 
don little stock was placed in these 
reports, which were described as a 
refiection of well-meant efforts to 
find a solution of a difficult prob- 
lem.

SACRAMENTO, April 3.—The 
Legislature was urged today to sub- 
mit to the people the proposed 
$40,000,009 bond issue at a special 
election “to be called as soon after 
adjournment of the Legislature as 
possible,” in a special message 
Placed before the lawmakers by 
Gov. Stephens. 


The Governor urged “because of 


the special importance of the mat- 
ter that no other question be put 
upon the ballot at that time, I 


earnestly urge that the Leeislature 


take immediate action to place be- 
fore the people of this State a prop- 
esition to vote additiona! highway 
bonds," 

He suggested that it be sub- 
mitted in the form of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. Senator 
Johnson, chaiiman of the Senate 
Highways Committee, sald this plan 
for submitting the proposal] already 
was under consideration. 

The bond issue bill has not been 
placed before the Legislature, but it 
Was understood that it would be pre- 
sented at an early date. 

“There seems to be in every sec- 


tion of the State a very general 


opinion that we should at this time 
undertake the construction of such 
additional roads as are essentia!] to 
greater industrial development and 
will directly contribute to the pros- 
perity of all the people,” Gov. 
Stephens's message said. 

“By engaging on a large scale in 


the construction of necessary roads 


at this time California not. only 


can In a large measure discharge 


her duty to returning heroes but 
at the same time greatly promote 
her own prosperity. 1 believe it to 


be a fact that the State never has 


derived so great benefit from any 
expenditure or investment as from 
money spent on the State high- 
way system. 

“If this extensive programme of 
highway construction can be put in- 
to operation without delay, it will 
materially aid in absorbing back tin- 
te peace industries of this State not 
only the men who have been serv- 
ing in the army or the navy, but al- 
so many of those who have been 
engaged in war industries. Some 
of the men employed in building 
ships soon must be seeking other 
employment. 

“The returning veteran who goes 
back to his former place in factory, 
shop, store, office or farm must dis- 
place some other worker, and pro- 
visions also must be made for the 
displaced worker. 

“If California is to attain the 
highest degree of prosperity she 
must expand her tndustries and her 
activities so as to provide many 
more jobs than now exist. 

“If the State will authorize the 
extensive programme of highway 
construction which appears iis 
agreed upon tn all sections as being 
both desirable and necessary, and 
will arrange to put these operations 
into effect at once, it will make a 
very substantial constribution to- 
ward providing places for those who 
wish to work.”

Assembiv- 
man Merriam did some good work 
in getting the additional $580,000 
appropriated at this time.

riod approximate $50,000.000, the 
rreatest in the history of the State.

Czecho-Slovaks. 


Friend Writes from Paris of 
the Appointment. 


Angeleno Won Fame at Time 
of Hun’s First Drive. 


Hugh Gibson, son of Mrs. Frank 
A. Gibson of Los Angeles, will be 
America’s first Minister to the new 
Czecho-Slovak republic, according 
to word received yesterday from 
Dr, Charies N. Leach, of the Army 
Medical Corps. Dr. Leach, a close 
friend ofr. Cibson, is a son of H. 
N. Leach of “nglewood. 

While the communication con- 
tained no details, tt ig thought prob- 
able that the young Angeleno, who 
is known to stand high in the favor 
of President Wilson, has been slated 
for the appointment as soon as the 
position of the Czecho-Slovaks as a 
new nation is settled by the Paris 
Peace “onference. 

Regarding che appointment, Mrs. 
Gibson stated yesterday that she 
had no information concerning the 
selection of her son to fill the post, 
adding that her son's recent letters, 
several of which have reached her 
within the last few days, contained 
no reference to the subject. 

Dr. Leach, who is now in Paris,

OGS TO YIELD 
RECORD FEES. 


Increased Tax on Females Ex- 
pected to Jump Receipts 
to Highest Notch, 


Mrs. M. Waddell, secre- 
tary of the Humane Animal 
Commission, stated yesterday 
that the ineome from dog 
licenses and pound fees this 
fiscal year will be at least 
$40,000, which is $5000 larger 
than the record of any year 
since the commission has 
been operating. 

Fully 17,000 dogs will be 
licensed. The Hoense fee at 
present is $2 for males and $3 
for females. Last year there 
was a fiat rate of $2, and 
about 14,000 dogs. were li- 
censed. The total income was 
a little less than $36,000. For 
the next fiscal year the dog 
license fee will $2 for males 
and $4 for females.

Mrs. ©. M. Waddell, secre- 
tary of the Humane Animal

Thompson 
represents but a minority. 


LISTENING POST.

AKING PROHAIBITION PROAIBIT. 
Good old Simon Legree once remarked 
to Capt. Kidd that you cannét remodel a 
man's constitution with an amendment to 
the constitution of hig country. 

You cannot appease an appetite by an 
act of Congress. Neither can you subdue 
a thirst by printed statute. 

All of which embellishes the fact that the 
legislative sharps are having the time of 
their disspent lives in devising enduring 
chains for John Barleycorn. > 

At Sacramento and other storm centers 
the prevailing fleld sport is the framing of 
laws to enforce prohibition, and different 
States are vying with one another in the 
matter of repressive legislation. It is like 
the construction of rabbit-proof fences in 
Australia. Sometimes they make them so 
tight that the man can’t get in himself: or, 
if he is building from the inside, he can’t 
get out. 

One thing certain is that they want to 
build a fence without any bars. 

Between raids on the treasury the Sac- 
ramento crowd plays at prohibition. Sev- 
eral members have tried their hands at the 
construction of measures that are calcu- 
lated to make this a drinkless America. 
There is the Harris bill, which has been 
Passed by the Legislature and has gone to 
the Governor. Whenever a prohibition 
measure is adopted some wringing-wet 
statesman will be found voting for it. This 
permits him, when the proper moment ar- 
rives, to rear himself on his hind legs and 
move for a reconsideration. 

The Harris bill fixes the danger line of 
alcoholic content at half of 1 per cent. If 
a man’s interior ig freighted with a bever- 
age with a higher alcoholic tang than this 
faint fraction he would be considered as 
under the influence of liquor. At any rate, 
that is the limit of alcoholic flavoring at 
which any beverage may be made or sold. 
This seems to be in accordance with the 
ruling of the revenue department, which 
has sought to establish ,005 as the dead line 
for the manufacture of almost not quite 
near-beer. You could soak a grasshopper 
for an hour fn a barre! of this and he would 
still be able to flutter home without zi- 
tagging. 

Other States have other ideas about per 
centages, and a man brought up under the 
Spartan rule of half of 1 per cent. may 
wander over into a 2% per cent. State and 
get pickled to the eyebrows. The constitu- 
tional amendment for prohibition provides 
that the various States shall furnish the 
legal measures for its enforcement. This 
gives a chance for a reguiar crazy-quilt ef- 
fect in lawmaking. As the government it- 
self ig deeply interested through its reve- 
nue department, Congress will aleo have to 
take a hand in the game and provide laws 
which shall establish what really is strong 
drink and provide penalties for its manu- 
facture. Then the Federal, State, county 
and local authorities will have a lovely 
time in getting together on an enforcement 
programme. 

This enforcement proposition is going to 
be some task at the outset, and several 
million more or less respectable citizens, 
who have always claimed to be law-abiding 
and patriotic, are toing to be unwittingly 
classed as lawbreakers. As long as there 
fs any hard stuff left in the world or any 
corner thereof where it may stil] be made 
or brewed men will be found eager to lap 
up the same, even if they must pay an ex- 
travagant and exorbitant price. A portly 
scout who has kept the breweries and dis- 
tilleries humping night and day for forty 
years to keep pace with his thirst is not 
going to feel himself relegated to the crim- 
{nal classes merely because he can stil! go 
down in his cellar and spice himself with 
the 3 per cent. of hops which his foresight 
had provided. 

So it is that enforcing prohibition for 
the next few years is going to be a man’s 
job—the job of a million men, in fact. No 
wonder that the different State Legislatures 
are entangled in the work of providing the 
machinery for the task. On the one hand 
are the zealots and crusaders who see only 
the prospect of freeing the world from the 
curse of drink. Then there are the hard- 
headed business men who see the advan- 
tage of having a land of sobriety, sanity 
and thrift. Also there fs the large army 
of home-loving men and women who feel 
that it is the will of the majority that the 
constitutional amendment preva!l and there- 
fore the wish of the majority is the law of 
the land. Against these is the great force 
of free agents, men and women who extend 
to all the largest possible share of personal 


‘Mberty and who hold that the government 


has no more right to dictate their bever 
ages than it has their food or apparel. 
Some of these already anticipate the panes 
of martyrdom, for, as has already been 
cited, the habit of a lifetime is not to be 
reversed by a printed code. It would take 
more than a stump-puller to extract some 
thirsts we wot of. 

Also there will have to be a new align- 
ment of court decisions. Rulings thus far 
have been to the effect that Intoxication is 
a question of fact and not of law. The 
danger line in alcohol is not a matter of 
percentage, but of the Individual, and while 
one man will not skid under a 21 per cent. 
joad another will turn turtle under a measly 
4-per cent. Likewise, it has usually been 
held that a man’s house is his castle and 
that his private life may not be unduly in- 
In Detroit the authorities broke 
into the cellar of a reformed néwspaper 
man and confiscated six thousand bottles of 
beer which he had thoughtfully provided 
in case of sickness in the family. 

The newspaper man took the matter into 
the courts and a cold-blooded judge ordered 
the return of the stuff, although Michigan 
was supposed to have a bomb-proof prohi- 
bition law. In Nebraska a judge has held 
that the baggage of a guest at a hotel can- 
not be searched for contraband booze with- 
out the issuance of specific warrant. 

n the case of our own Union League 
Club it was ruled that a member might 
keep his personal flagon of Scotch in his 
club locker and refresh himself on the 
premises. If this ruling could be main- 
tained under the constitutional amendment 
it will insure the perpetuity of golf for the 
next generation... 

But, at any rate, the enforcement of pro- 
hibition is going to be the chief problem 
of the authorities for the next few years. 
The boot-legger will be in our midst with 
every conceivable plan and device for the 
illegal refreshment of the aforesaid midst. 
Men with money and a desire will spend 
the former to soothe the latter—and will 
find a way.

HE LAND OF THE MORNING CALM. 

Korea, or, as the Japanese call it, 
“Chosen,” which thrusts its gr@at nose be- 
tween the Sea of Japan and the Yellow Sea, 
has forced a deeply otherwise engaged 
world to pay some attention to It. The 
“representatives of the people” have de- 
clared Korea to be independent and have 
urged that independence be established, not 
by force of arms, but by passive resistance. 
“Let all things be done decently and in or- 
der, so that our behavior to the very end 
may be honorable and upright,” reads a 
clause in the proclamation. 

Korea hag been the Orient’s trouble cen- 
ter since Japan so suddenly took its place 
among the world powers in 1894 by defeat- 
ing China. China at that time treated Ko- 
rea as a tributary state: Japan contended 
that Chosen was independent. The Chinese, 
who had a profound but misplaced contempt 
for the “island dwarfs,” as they called the 
Japanese, sent troops to assert their exclu- 
sive suzerainty over “the Land of the Morn- 
ing Calm.” Greatly to the surprise of Pe- 
king the Chinese were decisively defeated 
on land and sea. In the treaty that followed 
the war Korea's complete independence 
wag formally acknowledged by both powers. 

Soon afterward the bungling Russians, 
who had learned no lesson by Japan's vic- 
tory, cast their eyes on Korea in the same 
way that Ahab looked at Naboth's vine- 
yard. They coveted it and their aggressive 
policy in the peninsula led to the Russo- 
Japanese war of 1904-5 in which “the Bear 
that walks like a man” was decisively de- 
feated. 


Japan thus became paramount in Korea. 
But the country was in the hands of a feeble 
king and a corrupt court, although there 
were a few earnest reformers striving to 
work out the salvation of the land. They 
made little headway against king and court 
and Japan secured the consent of America 
and the great powers of Europe to take 
over control of the foreign affairs of the 
peninsula-kingdom and establish a resident- 
general to supervise the administration. 
Marquis Ito was appointed to the position, 
but met with such difficulty that he with- 
drew-in 1909 and shortly afterward was 
assassinated by a Korean fanatic. 

Things went from bad to worse in Ko- 
rea and in August, 1910, Korea was formally 
annexed to Japan. The Japanese claim 
that the country had demonstrated that it 
could not maintain fits indenendence, and 
this andoubtedly was the case. 

The Japanese tried earnestly and vizor- 
ously to upbuild Korea and succeeded to 
no small extent; but they could not conquer 
the feeling of discontent nor smother the 
longing for independence which has now 
come to a head in the remarkable procla- 
mation of independence read at the memo- 
rial exercises to honor the former Emperor.

“SOME OPENING,” 
ANGLERS AGREE, 


Trout Business Breaks Every 
Record for Years. 


Fish and Game Commission 
Men Report Conditions. 


Exact Data on Streams Guide 
to Outing Trips. 


In its first weekly summary (of 
conditions along the streg@pms forthe 
information of the licensed anglers, 
gathered from reports of deputies 
on daily patrol since the opening of 
the season in Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties, the Fish and 
Game Commission finds that for once 
the general average of sport has 
exceeded its advance notices. Pre- 
dictions of better fishing than was to 
have been expected from the late- 
ness of the rains and the dark 
weather, appear to have been very 
generally verified. Some of the 
streams were muddy or snow- 
stained, and this accounted for such 
“hard-luck” stories as were heard. 
The larger rivers were mostly in 
prime fishing condition, with enough 
water, but not too much; while a 
truly wonderful “opening day” of 
warm, springlike weather after the 
early fog lifted was a great stim- 
ulant to the appetites of the fish. 

April is always too early for good 
fly-fishing. and most of the “‘fly- 
catches” that were reported, appear 
to have been of the “bait-tipped” 
variety, which is merely camou- 
flaging “salmon-egeing.” A few able 
fiy-flickers, who fished the smaller 
tributaries mostly, did succeed in 
having considerable sport, although 
their catch was mostly five to seven 
inch fish. Owen Bowling killed 
forty-seven on the fly in Ventura 
River the first day, but few are so 
expert. 

More anglers reported meeting 
deputies on patrol than ever before. 
Emergency men were on nearly ev- 
ery important stream in Ventura 
county, and collectively they 
examined licenses by the hundred. 
Deputy Henry Abels alone checked 
over 304 on the Santa Ynez, and 
says “it was impossible for me to 
see them all, but did the best I 
could.” He also caugRt five men 
nonresidents fishing on $1 licenses, 
and they promptly “made good.” 
Deputy Abels reports: “On opening 
day, there were at least 5090 people 
along the Santa Ynez, and most of 
them took limits ranging from five 
to twenty-nine inches, average, of 
course, about five Inches, with a good 
number seven to eight Inches and oc- 
casionally some angler would land 
one of the big steelhead which are 
still in the stream. Skilled fisher-

good this season. The Sisquoc Riv- 
er is well stocked from our heavy 
plantings, and most of the people 
fishing there had excellent success 
with trout ranging seven to fourteen 
inches and averaging about ten. Ow- 
ing to light rains in this section, the 
side streams are not giving much 
sport this season.”’ 

Deputy Les Hare, himself one of 
the ablest fishermen, reports one of 
the best openings we have ever had 
on Ventura River, where he was as- 
sisting Deputy Barnett in handling 
the most wonderful turnout of 
anglers that ever gathered upon any 
stream; there seemed to be a man 
every twenty-five feet, but the Ven- 
tura was “simply loaded with fish 
that average six inches in length; 
the further down, the larger the fish: 
in fact, the best catches were made 
at the bridge just out of Ventura.” 
Hare states few of the big spawners 
are being caught; the water is low 
and whose of the “breeders” that 
escaped the winter slaughter are 
congregated in the deep pools most- 


ily, and are spent of their spawn. 
Paul T. Williams of Compton took 
his limit in the Sespe Tuesday and 
fished the Ventura Wednesday, get- | 
ting thirty-five small trout and one! 
Prime four-pounder, two feet. long! 
and in excellent condition. He used 
a nickel-copper Emeric spoon. 

The Sespe was very muddy, yet 
furnished far better sport than was 
to have been looked for, the heavy 
State plantings of trout made since 
the road was opened having ap- 
parently worked wonders for this 
stream. Many went no farther than 
|Henley's, and those who know the 
roily-water game had good sport 
even in the lower Sespe. 

With such general success, alto- | 
gether contributing to the making 
of the best opening day the up- | 
coast counties have ever known. 
when the enormous total of angling- | 
licensees who participated is con- | 
sidered, it is safe to predict such | 
another out-turning this week-end 
as will establish vet further records | 
in point of sporting interest. Great | 
praise is being heard on all sides for 
the State's fish-cultural work, which, | 
despite the steadily-increasing drains | 
upon the streams, has succeeded in| 
improving the sport so much. Near- | 
ly all who participated in the| 
“opening day” crowd and saw for! 
themselves the greatly 


increased | 
drain these rather scanty streams 
are called upon to stand, are loudly 
favoring closing down all fishing 
above tide water in winter so as 
to give nature every possible chance. 


Anglers will find the fish quite well 
educated henceforth, and not as 
plentiful, so limits will be. harder to 
get. The wise sportsmen will go 
“well-heeled” with fly, bait and spin- 
ning-gear, prepare to offer ‘em 
whatever they prefer. Many are 
leaving today, and more will depart 
at various hours Saturday. With 
g00d roads, it ils possible to run up 
the coast for one day's fishing, cree! 
the limit, and return the same eve- 
ning. There ig a plenty of trout 
left; the “openers” did not get them 
all; and some of the finest sport 
of the season will be enjoyed by 
those who go forth in October, after 
most have forgotten about fishing. 
Then the fly kills wonderfully well: i 
the fish are grown bigger, are fat 
and fine, and full of fight.

FREE SHOOTING IN DANGER. 


Some persons believe that this 
country is on the verge of becoming 
Europeanized to the extent that in 
a very few years we will have no 
shooting except by land owners or 
lessees on their private preserves. 
This is something which no patriotic 
American wants, because we believe 


that one of the keystones of our na- 
tional prosperity is the free shooting 
which our citizens have enjoyed. 

There is no question but that free 
shooting over large sections of the 
country is seriously endangered, and 
that in some places it has disap- 
peared. Already States like New 
York, Pennsylvania and Utah have 
gone a long way to secure and pre- 
serve hunting grounds available for 
the poor man es well as the rich. 
New York, with its Adirondack and 
Catskill parks, has an area twite the 
size of the State of Rhode Island 
which will be free far all time to the 
public for fishing, shooting and 
camping. 

A similar opportunity is eaailly 
available for all States which have 
areas of rough, nonagricultural land. 
The problem is much more serious 
in States possessing chiefly rich, az- 
ricultural land, where the price per 
acre ig so high that very little land 
can be purchased with any reason- 
able appropriation, but even in such 
States swamp lands could often be 


acquired by the State at figures with- 
in reason. 

It has been suggested that the 
hunters’ money would go farther in 
purchasing shooting rights than in 
acquiring the fee of the land itself. 
This plan is worthy of consideration, 
but so’ far as is known it hes never 
been practically worked out in any 
State. 

At the national conference of the 
American Game Protective Associa- 
tion, held recently in New York City, 
a resolution was passed in favor of 
free hunting grounds. The resolu- 
tion reads as follows: 

“Resolved, that in consideration of 
the restricted areas upon which free 
hunting can be enjoyed by the rest- 
dents of many States, it is the sense 
of this association that the severa! 
State fish and game departments be 
requested to take up this subject in 
the interest of the hunting and fish- 
ing public by an effort to obtain con- 
trol of large areas of wild lands for 
the establishment of reservations on 
which the public may enjov fishing 
and hunting privileges under proper 
regulations.” 

The subject of the resolution is 
commended to the serious study of 
game commissions and gportemen’s 
associations. States which have not 
free shooting lands should. by all 
means, take action to secure them 
where they can reasonably be ac- 
quired.

DEL MONTE, April 3.—The old 
Del Monte No. 1 course deceived 
many a golfer on April Fool's Day.

Consequently there will be a shift- 
ing of activity that is already be- 
ginning to make itself felt in an 
increasingly marked degree upon the 
fnancial and business life of the 
city. There is still a splendid de- 
mand for municipal and public 
utility securities, but because of the 
government loan there is very little 
new material of this kind on the 
market, and what there is growing 
scarcer each day. Big business has 
evinced a spirit of loyalty and pa- 
triotism from the very beginning of 
the war, and is not backward now 
in Standing aside, or even turning 
over equipment and executives while 
the Feder needs of the hour are 
presented (6 the public. 

It is doubtful if the stock market 
will be greatly affected by the new 
loan. During the others there was 
a decided depression and price sag- 
ging, but stocks are upon a dif- 
ferent plane now. Instead of wait- 
ing until] “after the war,” the re- 
adjustment period is well advanced, 
and in the Los Angeles specialties 
which consist largely in ofl and gold, 
there has been great development, 
and there seems little reason for a 
slump. Volume may suffer a little, 
and Liberty Bonds of the first four 
issues may be weak, but so far as 
any extensive bear movement is con- 
cerned, it is not likely to happen. 
Since the last loan local securities 
have enjoyed a progressive pros- 
perity, and there is not a local of- 
fering that is not many points 
stronger than it was on the 11 of 
November.

TICKET SCALPER | 
MUST PAY TAX. 


Internal Revenue Collector 
Announces New Rules. 


Theaters that Raise Prices 
Must Give up Half. 


Special Imposts on Jewelry is 
Now in Effect. 


The government now officially 
recognizes the ticket scalper. This 
Was made known yesterday when In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Carter anv 
nounced that all tickets for theaters 
or other public amusements that 
are sold by so-called scalpers must 
yield a tax of 5 per cent. in addli- 
tion to the regular war tax charged 
by the amusement enterprise. 

Where such tickets are sold at a 
price of 50 cents in excess of the 
regular price, a war tax of 25 per 


paid. Theater owners who charge 
more than their regular price for 
any entertainment must give 50 per 
cent. of the overcharge as war tax. 


These rules haye been laid down 
for the guidance of Internal revenue 
collectors, and are being put into ef- 
fect here by Edgar M. Cohee, officer 
in charge of the sales tax division 
of the revenue office. Following are 
some of the other rules announced: 

CABARET ADMISSLONB. 

The tax on cabaret admissions is 
increased 50 per cent. over the fig- 
ure In 1918.

CIGARS AND TOBACCO. 


This law applies to cigar and to- 
bacco dealers as well as to jewelers, 
and it is understood that an in- 
vestigation is about to be undertaken 
to see if local Gealers in cigars and 
tobacco have boosted the price be- 
yond the increase provided by law. 

The special! tax on jewelry became 
effective yesterday. It calls for 56 
per cent. on the price for which 
articles are sold by or for a dealer. 
The law ‘includes virtually every 
article ‘handled by a jewelry store. 

Transportation taxes include 3 per 
cent. on freight, 8 per cent. on pas- 
senger tickets, and 1 cent on each 
20 cents or fraction thereof charged 
for express shipments. The tax on 
seats or berths sold In connection 
with regular passenger transporta- 
tion is & per cené. 

The tax on telegraph, telephone 
and radio (wireless) messages is 5 
cents for each charge of not more 
than 50 centa, 10 cents If the charge 
is over 50 cents. 


JULY 1 COMING. 


Man Orders Five Carloads of Claret; 
Only Gets Two; Sues. 


Alleged breach of contract is set 
out in a bil) filed by George Leone, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., against the 
Italian Vineyard Company and 
Secondo Guastl, in the United States 
District Court, yesterday. 

On October 6, 1918, it is alleged, 
the defendants agreed to sell a 
quantity of claret at 45 cents a 
gallon, and on November 1 a4 con- 
tract was entered into for the de- 
livery of five carloads at that price, 
each car to contain 136 barrels, of 
6875 gallons, a total of nearly 35,0006 
gallons or 825,000 giassfuls. Two 
carloads were delivered, according 
to the terms of the contract, it is 
said. 

On January &, 1919, the plaintiff 
ordered the other three carloads con- 
sisting of 20,625 gallons, which had 
already been sold, it is deciared, at 
65 cents a gallon but alleges the de- 
fendants refused to ship the wine. 
Suit is brought to recover $4425 al- 
leged to be due on account of the 
breach of contract, and $185 due on 
account of the discount of 2 per 
cent. that was to be allowed on the 
or®zsinal purchase price.
